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ORGANIZATION 


Rules of Order 


I. The conference shall open its session at 8:30 a. m. and ad- 
journ at 12:00 m. The first thirty minutes shall be devotional ger- 
vices, under charge of the presiding bishop. 


II. The bar of the conference shall be fixed by vote; but 
preachers’ wives and visiting clergymen are invited to sit within 
the bar. 

IiI. All motions shall be reduced to writing, if the president 
or any member requests it and no report from committees shall be 
received until duplicate copies are.placed in the hands of the sec- 
retary. 

IV. It shall be the duty of every member to give his vote on all 
question unless, for special reasons, the conferences excuses him; 
but no member who is not within the bar shall be allowed to vote 
except by leave of the conference. 


; V. The vote on any question before the conference shall be 
taken by-roll call, if such is asked for by thirteen members. 


VI. No person shall speak more than twice on the same ques- 
tion, nor more than 10 minutes at any time, without permission of 
the conference; nor shall anyone speak more than once till every 
one desiring to speak shall have done so. 

VII. On the first day of the session, each preacher who has 
been in charge shall submit his statistical and financial reports. 

The publication of reports handed in later than the second day 
is not required, unless so ordered by the conference, 
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VIII. The secretary shall keep a journal of the proceedings, 
and, when approved and printed, the minutes shall be the official 
record of the conference. He shall take charge of the journals and 
all other conference papers, preserve them with care, suffer no per- 
gon to take a copy of any papers, except with consent of conference, 
and bring or send them to the place of the conference session. 


IX. The secretary, statistical secretary and treasurer shall 
nominate their assistants; and the officers and managers of the dif- 
ferent conference societies are authorized to appoint persons to fill 
any vacancies which may occur during the year. 


X. The Board of Conference Stewards shall report upon an 
apportionment to the conference for the Conferenec Claimants’ Fund, 
giving the basis on which this shall be apportioned to the districts 
and charges. 


XI. The Auditing Committee shall report upon the distribu- 
tion of funds received for ministerial support, noting each instance 
where the pro rata shares have not been paid to the pastor, district 
superintendent, bishop and conference claimants. Failure to comply 
with the requirements shall be sufficient cause for careful inquiry 
by the Committee on Conference Relation. ’ 


XII. No person shall be admitted on trial in the conference, 
who is past thirty-five years of age. 


XIIT. No person shall be admitted on trial who can not fur- 
nish to the Board of examiners satisfactory evidence of having com- 
pleted a course of study equivalent to that of the high schools of the 
state of Washington. 


XIV. No candidate shall be examined after the commencement 
of conference without the consent of the Board of Examiners. 


XV. The district superintendents shall constitute the committee 
for making the Missionary Appropriations, with the approval of the 
bishop presiding. They shall nominate the Standing Committees, 
and cause the list to be published in the PACIFIC CHRISTIAN AD- 
VOCATE at least one month before the conference convenes. 


XVI. When any one of our members is called from earth, it 
@hall be the duty of the nearest pastor, or superintendent of the 
district, to notify all the preachers in the district of such death, and 
of the time set for the funeral services. 


XVII. The superintendent of the district, and the preacher in 
charge of the station where the conference is to be held, together 
with the presidents of the several conference societies, are instructed 
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to arrange the program of religious exercises, and if practicable, 
secure their publication in the PACIFIC CHRISTIAN ADVOCATR. 


XVIII. At each session of conference, a publisher shall be 
elected to publish the minutes of the next session, who shall be 
authorized to make arrangements and enter into a contract for the 
publication in advance of the session. He shall also be authorized 
to make provision by assessment or otherwise, for meeting this ex- 
pense and all other expenses incident to conference work. 


XIX. The Board of Stewards shall consist of ten members, each 
of whom shall serve five years—two being apointed at each session of 
the conference on recommendation of the Board. The Board shall 
organize by appintment of a president, secretary and treasurer, whose 
names shall be published, and who shall serve one year. 


XX. All candidates for recognition of orders shall, rnlesg ex- 
cused by vote of the conference, be examined in the same manner as 
candidates for ordination, and the Committee on Conference Rela- 
tions shall iqnuire into the character and fitness for the traveling 
connection of each candidate for admission on trial, for admission 
into full connection, or for re-admission into the conference. The 
same committee shall report on supernumerary preachers, who 
desire to remain in that relation. 


XXI.. There shall be a meeting of the statistical secretaries 
with ihe conference treasurer at 8 o’clock on Saturday morning, for 
the purpose of comparing the money reported in the statistical tables. 


XXII. Each district superintendent at the close of his term, 
shall prepare a report of his district, not to exceed one thousand 
words, for publication in the minutes. 


XXIII. The stewards are authorized to take annually from the 
pro rata due the claimants from the Book Concern, a sum according 
to their discretion, not to exceed 25 per cent of their indebtedness to 
the Book Concern, until it shall be paid in full. 


XXIV. It shall require two-thirds of those present and voting 
to change or suspend any of these rules. 


XXV. Memorial Service shall beheld on the first day of the 
conference session each year, immediately following the adminis- 
tration of the sacrament of the Lord’s Supper. 


XXVI. The Conference Missionary Sermon shall be preached 
on Sunday evening of the conference session at eight o’clock, 


XXVII. Roberts’ Rules of Order shall be the standard of par- 
liamentary usage.

FIRST DAY, SEPTEMBER 1, 1909-——-MORNING SESSION 


OPENING—At 8:30 o’clock, Sept. Ist, 1909, Bishop Charles 
W. Smith called the 36th session of the Columbia River Conference 
to order in the First Methodist Hpiscopal church in Coeur d’Alene, 
Idaho. Assisted by the district superintendents and the pastor of 
the church, he administered the sacrament of the Lord’s Supper. 


ROLL CALL—The Secretary of the last session called the rol? 
and seventy-eight members responded. Sixty-four were absent. One 
had died. Of the probationers six responded to their names. Three 
were absent. 


ORGANIZATION—C. O. Kimball was reelected secretary. He 
nominated as his assistants John Evans, EH.

He nominated as his assistants A. S. Mulligan 
and Chas. McCaughey. The nominations for assistants to these offi- 


cers were confirmed. R. A. Gailey was reelected Conference post- 
master.

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Testimony of George Waters, 


(INDIAN PREACHER) 


““My dear brothers and sisters, over forty-seven 
years ago Jesus Christ found me, and I am happy to 
say he is wonderful Saviour. But since 1836 my father 
and mother they joint in church by first missionary, 
Jasson Lee, where he had a camp-meeting for the In- 
dians. My people were in superstition, the Klickitats, 
the Yakimas and the Columbias. But they changed. 
My Klickitat tribe of Indians received Jasson Lee kind- 
ly. My fatherand mother are both gone to heaven. 
In 1859 over at Yakima, Father J. H. Wilbur took me 
into the Sunday School and taught me. In 1862 he 
preached on text ‘‘And as Moses lifted up the sarpent 
in the wilderness, even so must the son of man be 
lifted up,” and that’s where Iam converted and joint 
the church, and I felt new, and as itis since I joint, 
so now to-day. I buy something new and in four or five 
years it isold and worn-out. But this is new still after 
forty-seven years. Some of you will remember my cousin 
Thomas Pearn, the preacher. Heis gone already to 
heaven. My brother, Chief Joseph Stwire, for so many 
years we were just like two horses to one wagon, 


hitched up always togcther, Now he is gone to heaven, 
too, and Iam left alone here. I promise to be a faith- 
ful, then I shallsee them allin heaven. And I am ex- 
pecting to wear a new garment, and a crown on my 
head Dear brothers and sisters, I need your prayers 
forme. I promiseto be a faithful until the death 
comes and takes me away.’’

EPWORTH LEAGUE. 


We, your committee, believe that the Epworth League ought to 
be an indispensable training school for the young people. While the 
enrollment of the league of the Columbia River Conference seems 
fair, the effectiveness does not correspond. Lack of interest, too 
many old people, not enough work done, lack of personal testimony, 
loose organization are all reported. We believe that persons above 30 
years of age should be in the League, only for advice and encourage- 
ment to the younger ones, and should not be allowed to take much 
time in devotional meetings. . The League iz for the benefit of those 
under twenty-five. We believe that organization grows out of 
spirituality; and is useless unless there is spirit back of it. There 
is nothing which will do so much to make the League a power as 
a thorough spiritual awakening. If this takes place, and the pas- 
tor takes an interest in the League, it is bound to be a great in- 
fluence and blessing on any charge. 

We regret to report that the International Epworth League Con- 
vention was a great disappointmen.t It consisted too much of ser- 
mons; and not enough of methods and practical help. It lacked 
in that it failed to kindle enthusiasm among our Epworthians. The 
spiritual uplift for which we looked did not come. 

We believe that multiplied conventions are a mistake. District 
conventions or sub-district conventions once a year are very valu- 
able; but there is no call for both. We recommend that there 
be an Institute held in or near Spokane during the summer of 1910; 


that immediate steps be taken by pastors to have their Leagues 
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subscribe for scholarships; so that a faculty of instructors may 
be obtained. A scholarship will cost $2.50 and 500 must be secured 
to carry the Institute through. This would be the greatest inspir- 
ation that could possibly come to the Leagues of our Conference. 

We believe that the Epworth Herald is too much made with 
the literary and scholarly in mind and not enough to reach the 
heart-side of our young people, and would recommend to the board 
of control that this be taken into consideration.

EOARD OF HOME MISSIONS AND CHURCH EXTENSION. 


It is a commonplace to say that the Board of Home Missions and 
Church Hxtension is a fundamental benevolence. It is the very 
sround of the Methodist forward movement in America and her 
possessions. It is the principle by means of which all Methodist 
investments are made. It goes without saying that the Methodist 
preacher always and everywhere is pledged to stand for this be- 
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nevolence. This means first, faithfulness in the raising of the 
apportionment in every charge, and second, the just administration of 
the funds in the annual conference. Last year there was raised in 
this conference from all sources $4780.00 for this Board. This 
conference received aid from the Board to the amount of $10897 
for home missions and $3950 for church extension, a total of 
($14847,. This year we were asked for $8250 and have received 
$15,130 in donations, beside a large loan fund. In response to 
the request of the Board we have raised $5849, about three-fourths 
of the amount asked. At this date there is past due $571.34 in 
interest on loans received. This ought to be paid at once for the 
sake of our conference credits. We recommend that the District 
Superintendents be instructed to inquire at each quarterly con- 
ference as to whether there is a loan from the Board and if so 
to urge that the interest be paid promptly. We recommend that a 
minimum of sixty cents per member be our standard for the com- 
ing year.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON FREEDMEN’S AID. 


Your committee on Freedmen’s Aid most respectfully reports: 

1. The last Annual Report of this Society shows that our colored 
people in the South are crowding our twenty-two schools and col- 
leges to such an extent that increased buildings and equipment 
are sorely needed by our institutions. The number of colored young 
people anxious for industrial and professional training is vastly 
greater than our accomodations can supply. The colored people are 
rapidly realizing that the training of the hand and the head con- 
stitutes the principal means of uplift in this age, and are making 
every sacrifice that such training may be attained. Our schools 
constitute the only means by which Christian ministers, teachers, 
doctors and other leaders shall be prepared for the 350,000 colored 
members of our own church, and to a large extent for the ten 
millions of black people in the United States. The colored people 
gave for their own schocls last year $28,830.32, one of their con- 
ferences, the South Carolina, giving $6,225.26 of this amount. 

2. For the moral and religious training of the colored people 
our schools are indispensable. The Christian teacher is more than 
a mere teacher of trades and industries. He is the director and 
exemplar of the moral and religious life of the young people. No 
young man or young woman can be in one of our schools for any 
length of time without receiving more or less of the great Chris- 
tian impress necessary for the development of moral manhood and 
womanhood. In order to do our share towards the moral and spir- 
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itual uplift of this race, we must give them the Christian teacher. 
3. The Board asks the whole Church for $250,000, or one-fifth 
of the apportionment for Home Missions and Church Hxtension. Of 
this amount the Columbia River Conference is apportioned $900.00. 
We hereby pledge ourselves to present this cause at least once dur- 
ing the year to our congregations, and give our people an oppor- 
tunity to contribute towards this most needful work. Lincoln Sun- 
day has come to be one of the institutions of the Church. It offers 
the best opportunity during the year for presenting the cause of 
the freedmen to our congregations. If it be inconvenient to do so 
at any other time during the year we can at least present the cause 
on this Sunday and take the offering.

THE STATE OF THE CHURCH 


We would be blind to the mighty workings of divine providence, 
were we not grateful beyond expression, for the way in which God 
has owned and used our church in all her history. While methods 
and manners have changed with changing conditions, we have every 
reason to feel that present day effectiveness is abundant indication 
of God’s continued favor. 

We pray that the triumphs of the past and of the present may 
not tempt to a selfsufficient pride, nor to carelessness as to real short- 
comings and dangers. Of some of these we would remind ourselves. 

All the assaulis of avowed infidelity are harmless in comparison 
to the insidious dangers of that religiosity which denies the super- 
natural in personal experience. This “‘spirit of anti-christ” is equally 
dangerous whether it come to us in the polished utterance of des- 
tructive higher criticism, in the smooth platitudes of thinly veiled 
unitarianism, or in the selfrighteousness of human zeal and outward 
morality. This latter large element in the world, and the danger- 
ously large element in the church which has a form of godliness 
but denies the power thereof, combine to confuse in the popular 
mind the clear distinctions of christian experience. Our only 
defence in all of this is to be in very deed a peculiar people set 
apart to good works. 


We are in heartiest sympathy with every form of humanitarian 
activity, with all social and political reform; to all of these we shali 
continue to give sc much of time and force as may be possible, 
but we remind ourselves that our primary mission is so to reveal 
God in Jesus Christ that those under our care shall become par- 
takers of the divine nature. Now as in the days of our founder, are 
we “raised up to spread scriptural holiness.” 

We deeply deplore the vagaries and deceptions which have ex- 
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ploited themselves under the name of “Holiness.” We are not con- 


cerned that devout people shall all declare themselves by 
any one particular “shiboleth,” but we do seriously ask ourselves 


whether we are all always leading our people into the “highest New- 
testament standard of experience and life.”

We rejoice in the recognition given by those in high official posi- 
tion in our nation to the worth of foreign missions, also the deep- 
ening of sentiment in favor of, and a sense of responsibility for the 
advancement of this work, among the laymen of the Church, as evi- 
ceneced in the Laymen’s Missionary movement. 

Reference to the statistics of our conference for 1908 shows a 
substantial increase in contributions to this cause, yet we need to 
be diligent in keeping before the churches of the conference the de- 
mands of the foreign missionary work upon them lest we fail to keep 
up in our contributions to this cause with the growth and ability 
of the societies to give. 

Not only is it necessary to urge upon our societies to become gelf- 
supporting, but when this is accomplished, to take their places in 
a substantial way as helpers in sending the gospel message to lands 
beyond. 

To this end we urge upon the pastors the value of Mission Study 
Classes, and also recommend the holding annually of district and 
sub-district missionary conventions. 

We appreciate the inspiration that comes to us from the presence 
among us of Rey. Isaac Crook, D. D., LL. D., as the representative 


of this great work.

EDUCATION. 
I. GENERAL. 


Since Methodism came into existence she has been in alliance with 
education. In reality Methodism was cradled in the University of 
Oxford. As a church we not only believe in consecration, but that 
it shall be of the highest and most intelligent type. 

We deplore the unmistakable tendency on the part of many Meth- 
odists, and of Christian parents, generally, to delegate exclusively to 
secular institutions the education of their sons and daughters. 

We cheerfully concede the value of these institutions for post- 
graduate or special phases of works, but at the same time re- 
gard the denominational college of inestimable value for the educa- 
tion of our young men and women and for the development of the 
highest and finest leadership. 

The educational world must be brought to the discovery of the 
fact that no system ofeducation is in harmony with the deepest 
philosophy of the human soul which eliminates, or even ignores, the 
moral and Christian elements. In numerous secular institutions 
the discipline is undeniably lax. Cheap class plays, dancing func- 
tions, wine and card parties are suffered frequently without official 
protest. To the end that these college vices may be eradicated, we 
pledge ourselves to the exercise of every influence at our command. 
Above all let us call upon our people to place therr sons and daugh- 
ters in those halls of learning where they shall not be expcsed to the 
perils to which we have alluded. 
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We cordially invite the representatives of the three institutions 
with which we are closely connected to enter our churches and shall 
heartily indorse their efforts to obtain both students and financial 
assistaace in our midst. 


Lae WILLAMETTE UNIVERSITY, 


This year will witness the 65th year of the history of this time- 
honored institution. 

To Willamette University belongs the honor of being the first 
Protestant institution of learning founded west of the Rockies. In 
many respects it has closed the most successful year in its annals, 
The President, Fletcher Homan, is proving exceptional- 
ly well adapted, to his tasks. By sermon and address in the field, 
and by personal contact with the student body he has performed his 
full share of the work. 

September 21st, Eaton Hall will be formally opened. This splen- 
did building will long stand a memorial to the liberality of Mr. 
Eaton. The faculty of the University has been strengthened; the 
athletic privileges have been enlarged; Lausanne Hall and _ the 
Ladies’ Dormitory repaired and partially refurnished; more than 
$25,000 on another $100,000 for endowment secured; large sums 
promised in wills. It is noteworthy that Willamette University stu- 
dents captured first honors in the Law and Medical state examina- 
tions. The state oratorical contest and the debate with Whitman 
College were also won by Willamette students. 


We nominate Walton Skipworth~ whose term expires 
this year, to succeed himself on the Board of Trustees.

fil. UNIVERSITY OF PUGET SOUND. 


Another year of growth and prosperity is reported by the officers 
of this youthful institution. The attendance for the past year is 
reported as surpassing all other records, being 461 during the school 
year with an additional 86 during this year’s Summer Normal. 

The finances are reported in a fair condition. If all subscriptions 
for maintenance can be collected all bills for the expenses of the 
current year can be met. Some indebtedness has been incurred by 
street improvements, purchase of valuable property, and the erec- 
tion cf buildings. 

At the April meeting of the Trustees the Corresponding Secretary, 
H. H. Todd, proposed a change of policy whereby the President 
of the University would take the field, and offered his resignation. 
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After two months of consideration, this policy was adopted and the 
resignation of the Secretary accepted. 

Thus after several years of most energetic and efficiert service, 
Dr. Todd severs his official connection with the University. We 
wish him God-speed, into whatever field the church may call him. 

Rev. Julius C. Zeller, A. M., D. D., has been elected to fill the 
office cf President. Dr. Zeller’s former positions, and the recom- 
mendations given him by men prominent in the councils of the 
church, cause us to record the conviction that a wise choice has been 
made and we shall heartily second every effort which he shall put 
forth for the important institution he represents. } 

We nominate for Trustees the following: Rev. L. N. B. Ander- 
son, Rev. U. Ff. Hawk and Hon. David Cox of Walla Walla: We re- 
quest the Puget Sound Conference to make such an adjustment that 
this Conference shall select one Trustee each year, rather than 
three every third year; and that when such adjustment is effected the 
first above named shall be assigned to hold office for, one year, the 
second two years, and the third for three years. If such arrange- 
ments are not made then the above named for election shall act for 
the three years. 

We nominate for visitors from this Conference the pastors of 
North Yakima, Wenatchee and Ellensburg. 

IV. KIMBALL COLLEGE OF THEOLOGY. 

This institution made possible by the generosity of Dean and 
Mrs. Kimball is rapidly demonstrating its fitness to satisfy a long 
recognized need of Methodism on the Pacific Coast. Our candi- 
dates for the ministry are turning to it in inereasing numbers for 
better equipment for their life calling. During the past year there 
has also been a strengthening of the courses of study, and of the 
corps of instructors. 

In addition to the three courses in theological studies, an ad- 
mirabdle training course for lay-workers has been devised. A mark- 
ed advantage is enjoyed by the students in the Theological School 
by reason of its affiliation with Willamette University. 

We nominate for visitors to Kimball College of Theology, 
C. O. Kimball and Walton Skipworth. 


V. EDUCATIONAL COLLECTIONS. 


Clearly recognizing the srowing needs of these foregoing insti- 
tutions of learning, and believing they should be given greater finan- 
cial assistance by the Conference, we recommend the following: 
That an apportionment be made of 15 cents -per member on our 
various charges, and that of the aggregate amount so raised 20 
per cent be applied to Kimball School of Theology, the remainder 
to be divided equally between Willamette University and the Uni- 
versity of Puget Sound.

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PRISON MISSION WORK. 


Your committee beg leave to report that, there are 1100 convicts 
in the Washington State Penitentiary at Walla Walla; of which 
there are 125 on parole and 105 employed on consrtucticn work 
subject to the superintendency of Warden QC. S. Reed, under whose 
wise and humane oversight the Penitentiary is becoming a reform- 
‘atory as well as a penal institution. He has taken the prisoners 
out of stripes and on humanitarian lines is doing all he can to save 
them the humiliation of convict life. 

The Legislature appropriated about $25,000 for improvements of 
one kind and another. Among these is a new hospital, to be a model 
df its kind, commodious and furnished with all the comforts and 
conveniences for which hospitals are needed. 

We are glad to report that Brother John LeCornu has been re- 
appointed to the Chaplaincy and is doing grand work in his office 
as the appended report will show.
